An English University man bas lately 
Published « book called Colonial Adeen- 
tures and Experiences. 1 relates principal. 
ly to the author's somewhat adventurous 
career in Australia, but it contains very 

‘much that may be read with advantage by 
all Englahmen desirous of emigrating to 
‘any portion of the Empire The author, 
‘went out to Queensland, armed with plenty 
of letters of introduetion— which proved 
rather less useful than waste paper, inas- 
‘much as they raised up entirely false hopes 
—and, after waiting in the hope of getting 
‘employment for some time, found his only 
chance to be to go into the bush, and take 
‘whatever rough jobs came to hand there. 
Now sweeping out a “store,” then taking 
stam at making a telegraph line, acting 
‘as tator to the family of « blacksmith, or a® 
‘barman to a small public house, he seems 
tohave bad as much variety in employ- 
‘ment as falls to the lot of most. Une of 
the most remiunerative. jobs was selling 
cards ot a race-meeting.
